account of being spoiled. 
The buyer 
offered to 
break the eggs in question one by one and to pay 
for every one that was good of the lot. 
But the 
farmer was still not satisfied. 
He knew the eggs 
were had, but wanted pay for them. We are sur­ 
prised that any one would want to sell rotten eggs. 
If he did he should be willing to buy spoiled meat 
or moth eaten clothes. 
A farmer lias no right to 
ask pay.for rotten eggs. 
This brings before us 
that merely 33 1-3 per cent of tin- eggs brought to 
market are refused. 
This waste falls heavily on 
the farmer, for he bears the loss. 
Let us use an 


i lust rat ion. 
Siipose a farmer has six dozen eggs to 
market and gets 15c per dozen, in* gets 90c for 
his eggs. 
Suppose his neighbor in his mark, ting 
had two dozen that are bad, he then gets 60e for 
his e g g s , or 10c per dozen for the eggs laid.

foresaw its future, and his credit enlisted tin* cap­ 
ital that constructed new highways into the richest 
unploughed region in tin* world. His genius cre tt-

d the tai m and factory, and gave them access to 
profitable markets. 


Mr. Hill was a home builder. He pulled up tin* 
stakes that marked the wilderness and expanded 
the agricultural area of the country from the .Mis 
sissippi River to the Pacific Ocean. 
Only a master 
builder can wipe out the desert, transform untrod­ 
den prairies into blossoming farms, and dot them 
with thriving communities, webbed by lines of rail­ 
roads. 


When Mr. Hill landed from the packet boat at 
St. Paul, that was a frontier town with a population 
of 5,000. Today it has increased nearly a hundred 
fold. Take the map of the United States.

at it in 1856 when Mr. Hill left his father’s farm at 
Guelph, Ontario. Compare it with the map of 1916.
